Handouts Destroy Character 


THE City Planning Commis-

The main purpose of the plan 
is to create a new middle class 
hy viving three million poor 
people “divect payments, new 
public service jobs, subsidy of 
expanded jobs in the private sec- 
tor and stipends during ad- 
vanced training.” 

Giving money to poor people 
has never yet produced middle 
class people. It is more likely to 
reduce the present middle class 
to the poor class. 

People achieve middle class 
standing by character, integrity, 
initiative and hard work, To 
ereatly increase the burden on 
them in this attempt to buy a 
new middle class will yveduce 
them to the poverty level. 

What we need is more earned 
money and less free welfare. If 
able-bodied citizens were ve- 
quired to do useful work in re- 
turn for relief payments, we 
would be on the road to a solu- 
tion of the problem, Giving peo- 
ple more money without obligat- 
ing them to do useful work for it, 
is destructive of character and 
will cause a vapid increase in 
the number of people needing 
and demanding relief. It is the 
road to bankruptey and loss of 
freedom, 

Many of our poor people are 
not able to eaim standard wages, 
but they could carn something. If 
employers were not required to 
pay minimum wages to people 
incapable of earning them, many 
unemployed people would find 
jobs. There ought also to ke an 
apprentice wage for younger 
persons until they acquire the 
skill and experience that would 
enable them to earn standard 
wages. 

The destruction of freedom in 
the marketplace is responsible 
for the insoluble problem of wel- 
fare and the demand for more 
and more relief,
